U.S. Pushes Plan To Replace Panama Canal 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
United States, in a history-m ak­ 
ing decision, is pushing ahead 
with plans to replace the -50- 
year-old Panam a Canal with a 
new 
sea-level 
waterway con­ 
necting the Atlantic and P a ­ 
cific. 


President 
Johnson, 
in 
a n ­ 
nouncing the decision yesterday, 
also declared that America is 
ready ta negotiate an “ entirely 
new treaty” with Panam a to re ­ 
place the 1903 pact which gov­ 
erns the present canal. 


Johnson’s announcement was 
described as a “ happy omen" 
by Panam anian President M ar­ 
co A. Robles, who said it was 
something his countrymen had 
been awaiting “ for five genera­ 
tions.” Latin American diplo­ 
mats in Washington were equal­ 
ly enthusiastic. One described it 
as “ a fantastic demonstration 
of solidarity 
and cooperation 
within the Am ericas.” 


Johnson said there were four 
possible routes for a new east- 
west waterway — two in P ana­ 
ma, one in Colombia, and one 
which would go through N icar­ 
agua and possibly Costa Rica 


Starts Discussion 


“ I have asked the secretary 
of state to begin discussions 
with ail the governments con­ 
cerned with these possible new 
routes,” he said. 


The President said any new 
treaty with Panam a on the ex­ 
isting canal should 
recognize 
that country’s sovereignty. Such 
a pact should also come to an 
end 
when 
a 
sea-level 
canal 


comes into operation, he said. 


He 
did 
not 
make it 
clear 
whether the present canal would 
revert to Panam a, however. 


Johnson gave these reasons 
for pressing ahead with a new 
sea-level route: 


The present canal, “ with its 
limiting 
locks 
and 
channels, 
will s*oon be inadequate to the 
needs of world com merce. Al­ 
ready more than 300 ships built 
or being built are too big to go 
through with full loads. Many 
of them — like our own mod­ 
ern aircraft carriers — cannot 


even go through at all. 


So it is tim e to plan in earn­ 
est for asea-level canal. Such 
a canal will be more modern, 
more economical, and far eas­ 
ier to defend. It will be free 
of complex, costly, vulnerable 
locks 
and 
seaways. 
It 
will 
serve the future as the Panam a 
Canal we know has served the 
past and present.” 


Possible Routes Studied 


The Senate Commerce Com­ 
mittee studied possible routes 
for a new sea-level canal last 
March, following the bitter anti- 


American 
riots in the Canal 
Zone in January. 


Administration officials said 
then that four sites were being 
considered:

The Caledonia Bay route in 
Stargazers Call Lunar Eclipse 
One Of Best Ever Seen By Man

One of the most beautiful lu­ 
n ar eclipses ever seen was vis­ 
ible Friday night for about one 
hour for half the world. The 
shadow of the earth cast 238,- 
000 miles in space turned the 
moon from pearly white to dull 
copper red. 


The rare total lunar eclipse 
was visible in both North and 
South America, most of Europe 
and Africa, and across the At­ 
lantic Ocean. It was the last to­ 
tal moon blackouts Americans 
will see until Oct. 12, 1968.

Scranton At Odds 
On Estate Taxes 


WASHINGTON (U PI)—Per.n- 
ylvania 
Gov. 
William 
W. 
Scranton andthe 
federal

ernm ent were at odds today 
over 
whether 
his 
m other’s 
estate owes $663,000 in taxes 
or is due for a $265,860 refund. 
The governor’s late mother, 
Mrs. Marion M argery Scranton, 
died June 23, 1960, at the age 
of 76. 
The Internal Revenue Service 
claims that during the last five 
years of her life Mrs. Scranton 
gave her children more than 
$338,000 in order to avoid fed­ 
eral estate taxes1. 
The governor, 
according to 
U.S. tax court records, argues 
that his mother gave the mon­ 
ey simply “ to have the plea­ 
sure of seeing her family enjoy 
the use of these gifts while she 
was still living.” 
The tax rate on gifts is low­ 
er than on estates. 


Mrs. 
Scranton’s estate was 
placed at $7,575,000 by the gov­ 
ernment. A 
tax of $3,332,000 
was paid in September, 1961. 
The government, h o w e v e r , 
claims the estate owes an ad­ 
ditional $663,000 
The 47-year-old Scranton filed 
a letition in the tax court e a r­ 
lier this week, contesting the

of the estate shows the govern­

The dismissal cam e at the re­ 
quest of Camden County Pros­ 
ecutor Norman Heine, who said 
the slate had not obtained fur­ 
ther evidence since the state 
Supreme Court reversed Wein- 
e r ’s conviction. 
Weiner was convicted Dec. 19. 
1961, on m anslaughter charges.

deaths w ere due to serum hep­ 
atitis, caused by unsterile in­ 
strum ents in W einer’s office.

“ The fact is the victims are 
deceased and there was no one 
present when the injections took 
place, so we can’t get any more 
proof,” Heine said. 


The state Board of Medical 
Exam iners revoked Weiner’s li­ 
cense after the conviction. The 
Supreme 
Court 
overruled 
the 
revocation when 
it 
upset the 
conviction. 
The state said 39 of Weiner’s 
patients got hepatitis between 
January, 1960, and March, 1961. 
Fifteen of them died.
